THE. POWER OF THE GREENBAOK-

The recent exploit of Gen. Weaver in 
the House of .Representatives was not with- 
out its. significance. It is: true that he 
allowed his temper to get the best of him, 
and displayed ‘on the. floor. of the House a 
rowdyism which would have been much 
more in place in a corner groggery, and he 
ought to have been severely: punished.

over and over has poured out—on paper—his 
heart’s blood for liberty; equality, and fra- 
ternity. Recent exposures prove him to be 
a contemptible, hypocrite; destitute of cour.

‘Those who inter- 
ceded in his behalf when he was in danger 
and distress have met the common fate of 
persons who warm a serpent into life.

published a letter written by Rocazrort in 
July, 1871, and addressed. to “My Dear 
GampBerra.”’ Rocuuront was then awaiting 
trial as a Communist... He entreated M. 
GamBeTra to use all his influence with M- 
Tarers to procure a mitigation of his sen- 
tence, He: did not want tobe imprisoned. , 
He. preferred exile. in England or 
Italy. He . disavowed all connection, 
with the murderous excesses.of the OCom- 
mune.

Probably the deleterious 
gases. which are given off from the burning coal, 
"the fumes of sulphur and oxides of carbon, for ex- 
“ample, are the more active agents in influencing the 
general health. However, it will doubtiess be ad- 
-mitted that the London fog, which is described as 
a “yellow, dense, peppery . compound,”’ must 
gréatly affect’ the mortality of the community by 
"ghuatting out.the sunlight, if in no other way. It 
seems to be generally admitted that’ coal-amoke is 
ithe principal cause of the fog, and efforts are being 
‘Made to diminish the nuisance. The remedies sug- 
‘gested are the use of smoke-consuming stoves,
